SECTION 1. PROHIBITION ON CLONING RESEARCH.3

(a) IN GENERAL.—No Federal funds may be used4

for research with respect to the cloning of a human indi-5

vidual.6

(b) DEFINITION.—For purposes of this section, the7

term ‘‘cloning’’ means the replication of a human individ-8

ual by the taking of a cell with genetic material and the9
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cultivation of the cell through the egg, embryo, fetal, and1

newborn stages into a new human individual.2
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
